TAK RATE INCREASED 


Increase of Only Seventy-five Cents 


Per One Thousand Over 1918 

The present years tax rate for Ando- 
ver will be twenty-three cents on a 
thousand, an increase of seventy-five 
cents over 1918. This is a great sur- 
prise to the taxpayers, as most of them 
were expecting it to be several dollars 
more. The rate that was announced 
by. the assessors, Harry M. Eames, 
Walter S’ Donald and Charles Bowman, 
is very satisfactory and much lower 
than what many town’s taxpayers are 
s"pject to.

The assessors were obliged to raise 
by taxation the greatest amount ever 
levied at a town meeting, $173,000 plus 
the county tax $15,019.49; state tax, 
$20,350; state highway ,tax, $6,588,91; 
soldiers’ tax, $1221, making a grand to- 
tal of $216,179.40 to be raised-by taxa- 
tion and exceeding last year’s total by 
$19,180. The assessors were further 
handicapped by a net loss over 1918 in 
the income tax returns from the state 
of $6000 and these returns will gra- 
dually decrease until in a few years An- 
dover will receive nothing from this 
source.

in former seasons, having been better 
organized to combat the _ invasion. 

They have had longer experience with 
it north of Boston and are more de- 
termined to hold it incheck. In certain 
respects conditions to the north are less 
favorable to the development of the 
moth pest. 

Normally the gypsy moths should 
have been wasting away with sickness 
this year, the State forester says, because 
they have been weakened by the recent 
Spread of the wilt disease. Year after 
year they have been dying from this 
malady, Colonies have been wiped out 
of existence by it; it had become a great 
ally of the authorities that wage war 
upon leaf-eating insects. But some- 
thing happened last spring to turn the 
scale in favor of the gypsy. First there 
were six weeks of dry weather, starting 
with a few days of high temperature. 
That was the kind of weather the larvae 
wanted for life and development, but it 
was not the kind that generates the wilt 
disease. So the gypsies hatched and fed 
happily, free from disease. A little later 


in the season the weather that breeds 
disease among gypsy moths came, but it 
was too late then as the larvae had left 
camp. The disease began to show just 
before the pupation stage, which, of 
course, was at the end of the feeding. 
Concerning that phase of the situation 
State Forester Rane makes this com- 
ment: 

“Our greatest aid in the gypsy moth 
control has been the far-reaching dev- 
opment of this wilt disease’ which has 
been a veritable cholera among these 
insects, sweeping them off by the mil- 
lions. It is now problematical just 
what the results will be next year, fol- 
lowing a season like.the present. We 
must expect occasional setbacks, how- 
ever. This seems to be one of nature’s 
laws.” :

~ GYPSIES GAIN GROUND © 
Communities ire Lay Plans for 


‘There are too many gypsy Moths in 
the field this summer. They have laid 
a foundation for a strong attack next 
spring. They are out in sufficient force 
to cause great devastation again on the 
Cape and in Norfolk county. About 
Nobscot Mountain and in the Framing- 
ham section their feeding was bad this 
year and threateps to be worse next 
summer. In Norfolk county the great- 
est damage is reported to have come 
from orchards which border °n wood- 
lands. Even promising pine stands 
weré defoliated, because the white birch 
and white oaks which should have 
been removed, fed the ravenous cater- 
pillars until they had strong enough 
teeth to bite into the pine needles. 

These conclusions are reached by I*. 
W. Rane, Massachusetts State forester, 
after a survey of the situation. People 
living north of Boston may be inclined 
to disagree with him as they have seen 
less of the gypsy moth this year than 


the:communities to begin a good fight | nik. 
early next spring: 

“Parasites in general did not seem as 
numerous this season. Even the im- 
ported calasoma beetle and larvae were 
less abundant. Whether the severe 
winter of two years ago had any effect 
upon them is problematical. The ex- 
periments of the United States Govern- 
ment, division of entomology, will prob- 
ably throw more light on this subject 
later. 

“The matter of most importance is 
that we have a grasp of the situation as 
it now exists. We must all realize that 
a season like the present one has been 
very favorable to .the gypsy moth and 
it will be strange indeed if we do not ex- 
perience renewed invasions even in the 
older territory next year. Now is the 
time, therefore, to determine one’s 
conditions. If the new egg clusters are 
numerous, large, and healthy, have the 
moth officials advise you of the best way 
to handle them. Thinning, creosoting 
and spraying may be practised, but to 
get economic results it is important that 
only the necessary things be done. If 
the local moth superintendent and the 
division superintendent are consulted 
early they will be in a position to make 
definite plans. It is impossible for two 
officials in charge of this work to sat- 
isfactorily do the work unless they have 
the necessary spraying machinery, labor, 
and arsenate of lead,to get results.”

Salmon in the Shawsheen 


Last week-end several Lyun fisher- 
men’ landed four good-sized Chinook 
salmon while fishing in the Shawsheen 
in the vicinity.of North Tewksbury. 
The catch* has aroused som? curiosity 
over the appearance of such fish in these 
waters. Few people are aware that 
for some years the Massachusetts Fish 
and Game Commission has been sys- 
tematically stocking the waters of those 
Massachusetts rivers which present 
favorable opportunity for the breeding 
of the fish. 


The life of this valuable food fish is 
rather interesting as few sea inhabitants 
have to thrive under such peculiar cir- 
cumstances, 


Traveling from the distant Columbia 
river, Oregon, when only a mere egg, it 
is placed in the different state hatcheries 
throughout eastern Massachusetts 
where it requires a lot of attention and 
care, When they arrive at the 
hatcheries they are immediately trans- 
fered from the egg cases; the wet moss 
that keeps them in a certain tempera- 
ture is disposed of and the water which 
they are about to enter, is brought to 
the same temperature as that of the 
cases in which they were shipped. 


When this process is completed, 
they are put in large tanks where a 
steady flow of fresh water passes over 
them for a period of six weeks, at the 
end of which time they begin to hatch. 


They are fed nothing for three weeks 
as the sack that is attached to them 
supplies them with a sufficient amount 
of food. At this stage they are from an 
inch to an inch and a quarter long, 
having somewhat the appearance of a 
small frog. Immediately after the sach 
absolutely disappears the small fisk 
are fed small bits of liver, (mostly 
pig’s liver, as it is much finer than cow’s 
liver and easier to digest) which is put 
through an electric grinder and torn into 
small bits. 


The size of these small bits of food is 
gradually increased according to the 
rapidity of their development. 

This care is tendered them until they 
mature to approximately four or five 
inches.” At this age they are trans- 
ported to all parts of the state and 
liberated in various ponds. and rivers 
where they can easily obtain access to 
the salt water. 


Those that have been shipped for 
distribution in the several waters in 
Andover and vicinity, have to fight 
their way from the Shawsheen into’the 
Merrimac, and hence to the ocean. 
For four years they swim about the salt 
ocean waters, wandering several miles 
from the coast and exposing themselves 
to the dangers of larger fish. At the end 
of four years, they return to the quiet, 
calm inland waters to spawn, after 
which they swim about the rivers. never 
returning to the ocean waters again. 
Many are of course, caught by fisher- 
men, but those that are not, die at this 
stage. 

It was probably salmon in the early 
, stages of growth which the Lynn sports- 
men captured and it is not at all im- 
probable that many more are still to be 
caught from the stream.

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1 he World Ils Upside Down 


So: ebody wrote a book on a topsy- 
turvy world not iany years ago, in 
whicl various chao.ic conditions were 
very ividly portraved, but the liveliest 
imag) iation of (ne writer of that parti- 
cular book iever comprehended such 
condi ion. as now greet most of us at 
the breakfast table each succeeding 
mornin. Hf it is noi one form of a 
strike it is another, all evidencing an 
unrest that must be-fe'ieved, or else 
chaos will become revolution with all 
of tts attendant disturbing features. 
The serious feature of the whole prob- 
lem is the utter helplessness of the 
greater mass of people measured in 
numbers, or wealth, or in strength o° 
any sort except the strength that comes 
from a proper cohesion. 

We have just passed through a strike 
on the railroad where less than five 
perce..t of the employees of the road 
were sb'e lo nut ort of commission the 
entire rolvoad syolcna oo far as real 
Service was Cudccricd, aid ia tura the 
five percent of the industrial life of the 
nation was able to seriously discommode 
the ninety-five percent of people more or 
less dependent upon railroads for trans- 
portation. | 

There is pending at the present 
moment a serious situation ta connec- 
tion with the maintenance of law and 
order in the city of Boston, where an 
attempt to unionize, police officers, with 
alkgghat means to the peace and comfort 
of the great mass of people in’ Boston, 
dependent upon an uncontrolled police, 
with the constant possibility of a serious 
police job to be done. At this-very 
moment there is also threatenin®” an- 
other strike by the street railway em- 
ployees of the Bay State system which 
serves Andover with all the service it 
cares for at the present time. This is 
the third attempt within two months 
of this irresponsible, disagreeable, un- 
comfortable and unsatisfactory public 
service to hold by the throat the com- 
munity served by the street railway, 
and demand, through the power -of_a 
strike, that unless’ the employees have 
exactly what they want, irrespective of 
the rights of all the other factors in- 
volved, the public shall have no street 
railway service. n 

As stated above, the great mass of 
people suffering from all of these fac- 
tors, represents by far the larger per- 
centage pf the people of the country, 
larger in every respect with, the single 
exception of their lamentable weakness 
in power to get together for their own 
protection. The time has come when 
the general public has got to. strike, 
and strike with no uncertain blow, at 
the impudent assertions of certain 
groups of organized labor leaders; and 
when they do thus strike the result is 
going to be a showing up of the very 
great weakness which these particular 
organized labor jeaders have. — This 


does not mean for a moment that we |. 


have not had some great advantages.out 
of organization of labor, and there is 
not any question but that certain of the 
powerful forms of capital development 
would have held labor very. cheaply tiad 
it not been for strong, powerful, well- 
managed labor organizations. 

We are not going to get anywhere 
with this continual pyramiding of one 
form or another of prices and costs. If 
the cost of living and the value of the 
dollar, compared with the wage re- 
ceived, could all be worked out on a 
perfectly scientific basis, it would not 
make a particle of difference whether a 
man paid two dollars for his living and 
earned four with which to pay it, or 
whether he paid one dollar for his living 
and earned two with which to pay the 
bill, but the trouble comes in working 
out all the factors entering into this 
problem along such a uniform basis as 
will make the purchasing power of the 
dollar always maintain its proper rela- 
tion to the earning power of the man 
dependent upon the dollar. The em- 
ployee may strike at every change in 
wages, he may demand higher wages 
every month, but the vicious circle will 
catry his demand around the whole 
circumference of the whee until it gets | 
back to him again, with a gathering of 
trouble all the way, so that when it hits 
him in the back after its final return, his 
wage increase has been over-matched | 
by the demand for his money thus 
earned. 

The problem, no less serious, in con- 
nection with the whole present situation, 
has to do with the constantly shortening | 
hours of labor, with the consequent 
lessening of production. — Personally, | 
the writer believes strongly in an honest 
eight-hour day as a fair division of time | 
for the average person to toil in most 
times of productive work, but already 
we are hearing, and we have examples, 
of a lessening of this work day with 
still further reduction in the production 
secured. It is all very pretty to talk 
about getting as much work in eight 
hours as we used to get in ten, through 
more efficient’ machinery and more 
eflicient methods. To be satisfied with 
this argument (Gf it were sound) is to 
entirely ignore the fact that increased 
demand has kept pace with decreased 
production, and with the two becoming 
farther apart through every change in 
hours of labor and rate of wage, we find 
another type of development that can 
only lead to still further trouble in the 
economic life of the nation. 


Only as communities like Andover 
recognize that the small group. of 
people that we have here musi be con- 
cerned with this great world problem_as 
it is seen in the world at large, are we 
going to get anywhere in the solution. 
The public has got to think, and when it 
has thought out the phases of these 
great and multitudinous issues filling 
the daily papers from all parts of the 
world at the present moment, then will 
the world itself be leavened so that a 
new spirit will control those who seek, 
through understanding, to remedy con- 
ditions. 


Editorial Cinder 


We lave reason in Andover to be very 
happy over the tax rate that shows an 
| increase of but eighty cents on a thou- 
sand. The happiness, however, is of 
rather a negative sort, in that it takes 
the form of a thanksgiving that the 
rate is no higher, rather than any satis- 
faction over its being as low as it ought 
to be. It is a pretty extravagant world 
these’ days, and of course, Andover 
cannot keep out of the stream of ex- 
travagance that flows through every 
community. In passing, we have reason 
to commend most heartily the good 
management of Chairman Eames and 
his associates on the Board of Select- 
men, that makes it possible for Ando- 
ver, even with a $23.00 rate, to be among 
the low tax rate towns; but, oh! what a 
figure. that is, when it costs. for taxes 
each year more than two percent of the 
receipts on every piece of-réal estate, 
and on all taxable personal property!

Tae ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 
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Service Men Exempt from Tax 


All men who were in the military 
service of the United States during 
the war are exempt from this year’s 
taxes, according to the provisions of 
Chapter Nine’ of the General Acts of 
1919, which is entitled, “An act. rela- 
tive to exemption from the payment 
of poll taxes of persons in the military 
or naval service of the United States.” 
The act reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Chapter 49 of the General Acts of 
1918 is hereby amended by striking 


following: Section 1. Inhabitiants of 
this commonwealth who were engaged

Approved February 17, 1919.”

After 
the Civil War Sherman and Emory 
Upton saw the evil results of our lack of 
policy and tried to correct them. But 
we forgot the lessons of that stupendous 
conflict and entered a far greater one 
almost. naked and unprepared.. Our 
allies held off our enemies until we had 
learned our lesson and were ready. If 
we had met Germany without Allied 
help, it is an even question whether we 
should have stopped our retreat at the 
Alleghanies or the Rockies. Never let 
the fact that we tipped the scales of the 
Great War thé right way blind us to 
the fact that we did it as a part of an 
inter-allied effort. ' 

The military lessons of this war are 
these: —-we must have a unified‘military 
policy directed by the nation; we cannot 
depend upon the loose alliance of the 
separate armies of forty-eight states; 
and in time of peace we must have a 
small, well-equipped, _-well-instructed 
force based on the fundamental, demo- 
cratic principle that no good citizen

Light on the Road Ahead 

You have been motoring — or wa- 
goning, or walking. or otherwise pro- 
ceeding — along a fairly good road 
with nothing to indicate that it would 
not continue fairly good, and then you 
have run suddenly into an impassable 
place, mired down, and had seventeen 
assorted samples of hades getting out. 
Everybody else has had the same 
experience — road maps to the contri ry 
notwithstanding. The road map is a 
good thing, but it shows what the road 
used to be, not necessarily what it is. 
Roads change — mighty rapidly, some- 
times. A downpour of rain and the 
road is washed out: a night of snow, 
and it is cluttered up beyond passing 
—though it may have been perfect 
yesterday. If there were some way of 
knowing what the road is to-day, of 
reading it on a card or map like you do 
the weather, for instance — 

Well, that is one of the new things 
that the United States Department of 
Agriculture is undertaking to arrange 
for you. Henceforth, the weather bul- 
letins will show road conditions. The 
work was begun by the Weather Bu- 
reau as an aid to winning the war. At 
first the service applied merely to motor 
transportation in some Eastern States 
Then the demand for it became pretty 
general and very insistent. So, without 
any special appropriation to take care of 
it, the Weather Bureau is undertaking 
in certain States to add daily news of 
road conditions to its other services. 
The work can not be perfected all at 
once. Dependence will have to be 
placed, for a while, on free information 
from localities. But the service will be 
given to the fullest extent possible this 
year.

CONSTITUTION OF LOCAL 
POST

ganization shall be absolutely non-par- 
tisan and shall not be used for the dis- 
semination of partisan principles or for 
the promotion of the candidacy of any 
person seeking public office or prefer- 
ment. 


Article 3. Membership. All persons 
shall be eligible to membership in this 
organization who were in the military 
or naval. service of the United State 
during the period between April 6, 1917 
and November 11, 1918, both dated 
inclusive, and--all persons who. served 
in the military or naval services of any 
of the governments asscciated with the 
United States during the World War; 
provided that they were citizens of the 
United States at the time of their en- 
listment and who are again citizens at 
the time of application, except those 
persons separated from the service 
under terms amounting to dishonorable 
discharge, and except all those persons 
who refused to perform their military 
duties on the ground of consciencious 
objection. 


Article 4. Officers. The officers of the 
Post shall consist of a Commander, 
Vice Commander, Adjutant, Finance 
Officer, Historian, and Chaplain, who 
shall be elected by majority ballot at the 
first meeting, and at each annual 
meeting thereafter. 

The Commander elect shall appoint 
such additional officers as he may deem 
expedient. 

Article 5. Executive Committee. 
The elective officers with three addi- 
tional members elected by the Post 
shall constitute an Executive Commit- 
tee. 


Article 6. Meetings. Meetings shall 
be held regularly on the first Tuesday 
evening of each month, the April meet- 
ing to be the annual meeting. 

Special meetings may be called by 
the Executive Committee. a 

The July and August meetings may 
be omitted by a two-thirds vote of those 
present at the June meeting. Ps 


Article 7. Quorum. Eleven mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. 


Article 8. Amendments. This Con- 
stitution may be altered or amended 
at any regular meeting of the Post, 
provided that notice of such &etion be 
borne on the notice of such meeting. 


By-Laws 


Section 1. Membershig. Application 
for membership shall be made on blanks 
furnished by the Adjutant and for- 
warded to. the Execugiye Committee 
with the? initiatien’’f { one dollar 
($1.00) and the proper qualifications, 
as shown in Article 3 of the Constitution. 

Section 2. Dues. The dues shall be 
two dollars per annum payable in ad- 
vance. The dues of the Adjutant and 
Finance (cer shall be remitted, also 
the des of needy Comrades as may be 
deciied upon by the Executive Com- 
mit.ec. 

N-enbers one year in arrears may be 
suspended by the Post at the annual 
meeting afler due notification. 

Members suspended may rein- 
stated by vote of the Post at any regu- 
lar meeting upon payment of all arrears. 

A member may resign, if his dues are 
all paid, upon notifying the Adjutant 
in writing.

Commander. The commander shall

Vice Commander. In the absence of 
the Commander his duties shall 
assumed by the Vice Commander. 

Adjutant. The Adjutant shall keep 
a correct record of all meetings and 
parades of the Post; send out notices of 
the meetings; receive all dues, fees, and 
other moneys and pay them to the 
Finance Officer; attend to all communi- 
ceUons; ard perform such other duties 
usually incumbent upon a_ secretary, 
tie shall receive for his services such 
sum as the Post may decide. 

Finance Officer. The Finance Officer 
shall receive all moneys from the Ad- 
}jutant and yay all bills approved by

Historian. The Historian shall have 
the care and custody of all historical 
and geographical papers, manuscripts, 
and documents belonging to the Post 
and keep a correct list of the same. At 
the annual meeting he shall report the 
names of deceased members, adding a 
biographical notice if possible. He shall 
endeavor to be present at all parades 
and excursions of the Post, and call 
attention to, and give information con- 
cerning points of historical interest. 

Chaplain. The duties of the Chap- 


be 
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lain shall be such as usually pertain to 
that _ office. 

Section 7. Reports shall be made at 
the annual meeting by the Commander 
(for the Executive Committee,) Adjut- 
ant, Finance Officer, Historian, and 
such standing committees as may have 
been appointed. The accounts of the 
Adjutant and Finance Officer shall be 
balanced simultaneously on April first 
of each year and audited by the Exe- 
cutive Committee. 

Section 8. These By-Laws may be 
altered or amended at any regular 
meeting of the Post, provided that 
notice of such action be borne on the 
notice of such meeting.
